DETAILED ACTION 

This is the final Office Action for the serial number 10/698,277, CAM MOUNTING 
CLAMP, filed on 10/31/03. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1, line 8, "the panel wall" is indefinite because it cites 
combination/subcombination problem. "The panel wall" is not being positively cited in the 
preamble of claim. 

Claims 2-13 are rejected as depending on rejected claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 



Claims 14-18 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach rotating the clamp relative to the panel wall until the second cam surface engages/abut the 
panel wall.
